The Situation of the Kingdom being ſo far 
North, the Days in Summer fall to be very long,

Tuchkeith, or the E. End of the Town of South Ferry, 
clear out from the Hound Point, or much rather the 
Marreuwell Point; but the beſt Way to pals by, is to 
keep on 12 Fath. Water, or 16, 17, which is half a

Hound The Hound is a remarkable Promontory, ſhootin 
Point. out from the S. Side, far into the Sea, and the Land 
riſeth by Degrees to a Height, called the. Munch-Hhill; 
the Point is ſteep and rocky on the Outſide, and the Sea 
ebbs a Cable's Length our from ir, where a large black 
Rock, ſcarcely overflowed at full Tide; and within 
that, to the Weſtward, a large clean Bay, where 15, 16 
Foot at high Water, and in the Offing 8 Fath. clean 
Ground, Ouſe and Clay. 
On the W. Side of this Bay the Shoar is flat and 
Warran- rocky for a Piece, and is called the Varrauwell Point; 
well Pr. and then it turns in, and winds along by the Halls, 
where the Paſſage Boats readily ly to the Queen Ferry, 
and is all the Way low, and foul pretty tar our. 
Here is the remarkable narrow Paſſage mentioned in 
the Beginning of this Chapter, which terminates the 
Firth of Forth, and where the Part commonly named 
The Water or River of Forth begins; and there in 
 Garvy the fair Way lies Garvy Iſle, a long narrow Rock pret- 
* Ifle, ty high, and ſteep too, ſtretching up about 170 Paces 
W. and by N. half Nly, and foul a Piece out at both 
Ends. Upon the Top of it are the Remains of an old 
Tower and Fortreſs happily enough ſituate (if truly im- 
proven) to prevent the Inſults of Enemies; for the Di- 
ſtance between it and the N. Ferry Point, where Ships 
for the moſt part paſs, and where the Water is very 
deep, 30, 32, and 33 Fath. and the Current pretty 
quick, is not above 400 Paces : Tis true, the Diſtance 
between the Ifle and the S. Land is much greater, being 
about 720 Paces; but the Paſſage on that Side is not 
Bank. much frequented, for there is a ſinking Ouſy Bank, that 
ſhoots out from the Shoar halt Way over, and falls 
partly dry at low Water and Spring Tide; it lies off the 
Halls, and rounds in to the Ferry Bay, and is ſteep 
roo, 5, 6 Fath. cloſe, 15 a little Way out, and 22 with- 
in half a Cable's Length of the Iſle ; they that pals this 
Way, keep the Bell-houſe of Dalmenie Church, which 
ſtands about half a Mile up the Country, clear in View, 
and ſo are free of the Bank. 
About a Mile up the Water from Garvy, and in the 
Bimer. fair Way allo is Bimer, a pretty large Rock, ſcarcely 
| overflowed at full Sea and Spring Tide; the Ground all 
round is clean, and the Water deep, 32 Fath. within a 
Cable's Length on the S. Side, and 23 about the ſame 
Diſtance on the North, and then ſhoals by Degrees into 
both Shoars; the Paſſage on the S. Side is broadeſt, 
and moſt frequented, but that to the North is good e- 
nough. | | 
Queen's The Town of Queen Ferry is a Place of Trade and 
Ferry. Shipping, right well built round a very convenient Bay, 
8 which is about 160 Paces over, and falls dry as far out 
at low Water; but the Ground being good, Ships ly in 
it well enough ; yea Ships of 50, 60 Guns do clean 
there; the Flowings are S. S. W. and the Sea riſeth 16, 
17, and 18 Foot in Spring Tides. The ordinary Read 
is a little Way off on 3, 4 Fath. bur a Cable's Length 
further, there is good Anchor Ground alſo on 8, 9 Fath. 
At the W. Point of the Bay there is a ſmall Harbour 
within Peers of Stone, where they lay up their Veſſels, 
and upon Occaſions load and unload: W. from this the 
Shoar for half a Mile is low and foul a Picce out ; and 
beyond that there is a clean Bay, where as much Wa- 
ter as in that of the Ferry, but freer from the Eaſterly 
Wind and Sea; it ebbs dry. and is flat a good Way out, 
and there's a Bank. 
From the N. Ferry Point to Kinghornneſs, it is 3 
Leagues and halfza Mile E. N. E. a little Northerly, the 
Shoar all along very crooked and ragged in ſeveral Parts, 
high, and for the moſt part foul; and there are many 
Rocks lying off, ſome whereof always appear, ſome 
near half Tide, and others only about low Water; the 
Land lies in N. from the Ferry Point, for a Mile and a 
8 Fourth - part to Invertteithing Peer, and being ſteep and 
high, is commonly called the High Land. About Mid- 
way, there is a clear ſandy Bay, named Portling, but 
On cach Side it is rocky and foul a Piece out. 
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The Entry to Inverke:thing Bay or Harbour, is large Inverłei. 
and open, and there is a long, high and ſtrong Peer of thing. 
Stone, built out from the S. Point, towards the N. 
where 15, 16 Foot Water at full Sea and Spring Tides, 
and 8, 9 at Neeps : The Bay is of a triangular Form, 
yery ſhallow, having many big Stones, and ſome hard 
Ground in ir. The Town is finely ſeated on a riſing 
Ground, a large half Mile right up from the Entry ; 
and along the Shoar below, there is a large and conye- 
nient Key of Stone, where Veſſels that draw 8 or 9 
Foot Water, come and take aboard Coal or Salt ; for the 
Rivulet that enters the N, W. Corner of the Bay, run- 
ning along by it, makes a ſort of narrow Chanel down 
to the Entry. In Spring Tides it ebbs dry about two 
Cables Length withour the Peer, and there is a Range 
of great Stones lying croſs, but overflowed before the 
Tide comes within the Entry. The Road is ſafe and Road. 
convenient, and very much frequented, being about a | 
Mile right out from the Entry, and half a Mile off the 


North Shore, on 7, 6, 5 and 4 Fath. Water, tough blew 


Clay, and ſhoaling by Degrees into the Harbour. The 
ordinary Mark for Ships, is Iſle Garvy, and the Weſt 
Part of the Town of South Queens Ferry, from the 
Point on the N. Side of the Entry to Inverkeithing 
Bay, it is half a League near E. and by N. to Douny 
Point, the Shoar very crooked, and for the moſt part 
high, rocky and foul. 

From Douny Point, to Breafitneſs, it is a Mile and 
a Quarter E. N. E. the Shoar ragged and rocky for a 
Piece; and then there is a long hallow Bay lying in be- 
low Dalgaty, that is very foul and ſhallow ; and ſeve- 
ral Rocks ly in the Offing, as Douny. Thank, and o- 
thers; but without them, the Ground is clean, and 18, 

20 Fath. Water. Breafite is a high rocky Point, and 

foul a good way out, and three Fourth- parts of a Mile. 

About E. S. E. is the notable Iſle St. Columb's, the W. St. Co. 
Part is by far the largeſt, but the E. the higheſt; and in in's Iſle 
Spring Tides, the Sea flows between them, over a low 
Neck, that hath a ſandy Bay on each Side; and to the 
W. of it, are the Remains of a large Abbay, with a high 
ſquare Tower, that makes it very remarkable; the reſt 
of the Ifle is rocky and foul all round; and there is a 
long Rift of ragged Rocks that ly out from the W Tail 
of it, and halt a Mile off; and near the ſame Diſtance 
from Breafite Point, is the Hay/take, a tmall Iſle or 
Rock ſo called from the Shape: Alſo, half a Mile N. 
E. from the E. Point of it, is the Carcrazg, ſuch another Carcraig 
little Iſle as the Hayſtake ; but there is a large Flate of — and 
Rocks, ſome Parts whereof appear at low Water and Madulæ. 
Spring Tide, that lies all the Way between it and Iſle © 
Columb, and is very broad, ſtretching near half a Mile 

in towards the Main; this the Fiſhers name Madulæ . 

There is three Fath. cloſe on the our-ſide. 

About three Fourth-parts of a Mile E. S. E. from the 
E. Point of Inch-Colums, are the Ox/cars, a long Riff Ox/cars. 
of dangerous Rocks that ly in the very fair Way, and 
are covered before half Tide; about low Water they ap- 
pear pretty high, and there is a Cut or Open about the 
Middle, and a long ſhallow Bank, that tails down E. 
from them. 

The beſt, ſafeſt, and ordinary Paſſage up and down 
the Water, is between them and 1nch-Columb, 23 and 
24 Fath. about Mid-way 22, 20 and 18 Fath. within a 

uarter of a Mile of the Iſle, ro which Ships keep rea- 
dily neareſt the ordinary Mark. Near half a Mile E. S. E. 
from the Oxſcars, is Mickry Stone, a ſquare ſort of Mickry 
Rock, very remarkable and high, always aboye Water: Stone, 
It is foul on the E. Side, and a Riff lies out a pretty 
way N. and by E. from it; between and the Ox/tars 
are 3, 4 Fath. Water, and clean Ground. 

About a Quarter of a Mile South from the Stone is 
Mickry, a fine little low Ifle of a triangular Form, and 
between them 3 Fath. Water, ir hath a Riff lying out S. 
E. from the Tail of it; the Tide runs up and down very 

uick between theſe Iſles and Rocks. From the Brea- 

te Point or Neſs, it is near two Miles N. E. to the 
Halkcraig Point, the Shoar all along very uneven 
(there being ſeveral little Promontories and Bays) and 
ſome Parts are high, rocky and foul, others again low, 
clean and ſandy ; and there are ſeveral Rocks, and much 
foul Ground in the Offing, whereof ſome appear only 
about low Water, as the large Flate called . lo Demas, 
that no Veſſels paſs that Way, except ſuch as are well k

and. zoo Paces E. from it, upon a ſteep rocky Height, ſtands 
| the Caſtle, alarge and fine Building, that makes a good 
Appearance, and right below it is a long Peer of Tim- 
ber and Stone, carried out to a rocky little Iſle, from 
the End of which, therc is a Head of Stone built out E. 
| to the Entry; all theſe incloſe the W. Part of the Har- 
bour. The Shoar along the full Sea Mark is low and 
clean, and near the Middle there is a Key of Stone builr 
ſtraight out, called the Ironcraig, where Ships ly too 
upon Occaſion, and to load and unload. Part of the 
Town is built along there, and on the E. Side, where 
the Land rounds in to a little Fort, from which there is 
another Head of Stone carried W. towards the former, 
| and between them is the Entry ; but without, on each 
; Side there is a Riff of Rocks ſtretching off a good Way, 
Mark. which being ſoon overflowed, a Pearch is readily placed 
on the Points of them; in Spring Ebbs it falls dry a Piece 
without the Heads; but at full Sea there will be 20, 
22 Foot Water between them, and 10, 12 in Neeps: 
% The Flowings are S. W. and by S. and a S. E. Wind 
makes the greateſt Sea, and highcſt Tide in the Har- 
bour. Ships run right in, and when withia the Heads, 
turn to either Side, where they More or Make faſt with 
an Anchor at Head, and a Land faſt at Stern; the Ground 
is very ſoft, deep and ouly. Chains would be very con- 
venient for Making faſt, to prevent Damage upon An- 
chors, which ſometimes happen : The Road is abour a 
Mile off, and a little W. from the Harbour, on 6, 7, 9 
and 12 Fathoms Water, good Clay Ground. 
Bruntiſlaud is a fine little Town, very well ſeated, 
and the Streets broad aud ſtreight, and the Harbour, by 
far, the beſt, largeſt, and ſafeſt in the Firth, and was 
a place of good Trade and Shipping, but is now much 
decayed, as are alſo the Peers. | 
From the Harbour to the Clayne/s. it is three Quar- 
ters of a Mile E. the Shoar, all the Way ſteep and 
rocky: This is the Eaſtmoſt Point of the Peninſula ; 
and about a Cable Length off towards the S. E. there is 
a Rock that appears near at low Water; from the Clay- 
uc ſe the Shoar turns in Northward, and forms a large, 
ſandy, ſhallow Bay to Kinghornneſs, and a large half 
Mile right off the Shoar ; and abour 300 Paces E. and 
by S. from the Clayne/5, is a large Rock, called the 
Black- Blackcraig, not altogerher covercd at full Sea, but a 
craig. Quarter of a Mile without it the Sand falls dry, and is 
ſteep too, 3, 4 Fath. Water cloſe, and 7 a little Piece 
off: This Bank or Sand rounds out from the Clayne/s, 
and tails into Kznghornneſs, and muſt be noticed by 
Ships edging along the Shoar ; the Carecraig, or the 
Carelingnoſe, with Inchcolumb Steeple, keeps free of 
it. From the Clayneſs to Kinghornneſs, it is a Mile 
and three Quarters E. and by N. On the W. Side of 
this, there is a little clean ſandy Bay, and a Head of Stone 
called the Pettycare, which falls wy long before low 
Water, and is only uſed for the Paſſage Boats. 
King- Kinghornneſs is a rocky Promontory, and foul a 
hornneſs. good Way out; the Land juſt above riſes pretty high, 
| and is very remarkable: About a Mile off, towards the 
South, there is a large flat Rock, called the Blea; up- 
on which only 16, iF Foot at low Water, and readily a

From Kinghornneſs, over to Inchkeith, it is two 
Miles and an half S. E. half Southerly, and deep Water

Tachkeith ſtretcheth S. E. half Southerly, and is in 
Length three Quarters of a Mile, and near a Fourth-part

Deſcription of the Sea Coaſt and Iſlands 


Tides, the Houſe and Town are built a Piece up from 
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where broadeſt, which is at the N. W. End: This Iſland 
is rocky, pretty high, and very remarkable, there be- 
ing the Remains of an old Fort and Houſe upon the Top 
of it; from which it falls lower and narrower all the 
Way to the S. E. Point, where are ſeveral Rocks, and 
much foul Ground lying off: The neareſt, and moſt re- 
markable, and upon the ſame Stretch with the Iſland. N 
is the Longcraig, ſo named from its Shape, being about Tong- F 
a Quarter of a Mile in Length; and when the Tide is craig. 
out, is join'd to the Ifle, but a great Part of it appears 
always aboye Water, and is a notable Mark upon era 
Occaſions. About two Cables Length from the Long- 
craig, and upon the ſame Stretch, is a long Ridge of 
Rocks, called the Brigg, that does not appear till near 
low Water: Cloſe on the S. W. Side are 2 Fath. Water 
and a half, and 3, 4 at a little Diſtance; alſo in the 
Gut between it and the Longeraig, 2 and 3 Fathoms, 
where ſome Veſſels have adventured to paſs, by bring- 
ing the Church Steeple of South Leith in a Line with 
that of the High Church of Edinburgh. 

Near a Mile S. E. Eaſterly from the Tail of the Iſland, 
and about half E. and by N. from the Brzges, is the 
Rock Harwit, a long Riff alſo, that appears only at 
low Water and Spring Tide; between them are 4 Fath. 
and 4, 5 cloſe on the E. Side ; but a League S. E. Eaſt- 
erly from [nchkeith, and between it and Preſtonpans, is 
a dangerous Rock called Carcraigwaf, lying in the fair Careraig- 
Way of the Paſſage on that Side; it is a round flat G. 
Rock, Keen only at low Spring Ebbs: Cloſe on 
the M Side are 3Fath. Water, and 7, 8 about a Mile off, 
and much the ſame towards Harwit; on the S. Side are

Ships of Burden muſt take care of ir. Michry Stone, 
with Garvy Ifle, or with the Hound Point, keeps you 
North from it; and when the little Village Newhaver 
is with the Eaſt Part of the Caſtle of Edinburgh. you 
are clean to the Weſt of it. There are other Rocks 
lying about Inchkerth, but very near, as the little Weſt 
Rock, that is always above Water; the South Rocks, a 
long Riff, that lies about a Cable's Length off, and co- 
vered by half Tide, and between it and the Shoar clean 


'Sand, that falls dry at low Water : Upon that Side, a 


Piece above the Place where the Boats ly, is a large 
Spring of excellent Water; alſo on the Eaſt of the Iſſe. 
there is good Anchor Ground, about three Fourths or 
a Mile off, on 7, 8 Fathom. 

From Kinghornneſs to the Baſs, E. one half Norther- 
ly, 7 Leagues and near 1 Mile, to the May Iſle E. N. E. 

Eaſterly, near 9 Leagues to the Sachar Point at the 
Eh, N. E. and B. E. a little Eaſterly, near 6 Leagues. 

On the Eaſt- ſide of Kinghornneſ5, the Land turns in Kinghorn 
Northward, and the Shoar for ſome Way is rocky and 
foul ; but right under the Town, and towards the 
Church, there is a clean ſandy Bay, that ebbs far dry; 
and from rhe Point below the Church, there is a Head 
of Stone built out Southward, where Veſſels upon occa- 
fion ly well enough. | 

From Kinghorn Church to Seafield, an old remark- 
able Tower, built cloſe to the Sea; it is a large Mile 
N. N. E. The Shoar for the moſt part high, rocky and 
foul far out, and there are ſeveral Rocks lying a Piece 
off, ſome whereof appear not till about low Water. 
The moſt remarkable are called the Fows, the biggeſt 
of which lies a Quarter of a Mile right out from Sea- 
field, and is not altogether overflowed ; cloſe on the 
Eaſt-fide are 3, 4 Fathom, and a little Way off 7. 
There are alſo ſome other Rocks that ſtretch from this

The 
Town is well built, well peopled, and is a Place of good 
Trade and Shipping 3 the Harbour is at the Eaſtmoſt 
Part, within a long, high and flrong Mole of hewn 
Stone, where 10, 12 Foot Water in Spring Tides, and 
6, 7 in Neeps; but is not ſafe in Winter, there being a 
great Sea, and a Run, eſpecially with a N. E. Wind ; 
and it ebbs dry a great Way without the Head: The 
. Flowings are about S. S. W. the ordinary Road is half a 
League right off on 7, 8 Fath. Water good clean Ground, 
the Church of Kinghoru edging on the Out- ſide of the 
great Yow, being the Mark : There is foul Ground 
without that, and then it is clean again, where Ships 
alſo ride on 10, 11 Fath. A little Piece E. from Kzrk- 
aldy, is Patb-head, a lous Village, built upon a 
Height; and at the End of it is Raveuſheugh, a great 
old ruinous Caſtle : From Ravenſheugh Point, where it 
is foul a Piece out, to Leveu's Mouth, it is N. E. two 
Leagues and a half large, the Shoar for the moſt part 
low, but uneven, rocky and foul a good Way our. 
There are ſeveral Towns and Harbours in this Tract, the 
Weſtmoſt is Dy/ert, where a fine convenient Harbour, 
covered on the Eaſt by a ſtrong Bulwark of Stone, and 
by a high Point of Land: On the Welt, the Entry is 
right in, but narrow, having Rocks on both Sides, that 
appear not till near low Water; thoſe on the Weſt-ſide 
ly fartheſt out, and have a Pearch near the Point of 
them: Within the Head are 13, 14 Foot Water in 
Spring Tides, and 8 in Neeps : The Flowings are S. S. 
W. and a N. E. Wind makes the higheſt Tide and great- 
eſt Sea, which occaſions ſometimes a Run in the Har- 
bour. The beſt Road is a good Mile off, on 8, 9 Fath. 
the Ground blew Clay; the Top of the Eaft Lomond 
appcaring above Land, is a good Mark ; but between it 
and the Shoar, there is much foul Ground, and ſome 
rocky Knobs half a Mile out, upon which avout 7 Foot 
only at low Water, ſo that Ships paſling up and down 
mult keep off. In the Summer Time Veſſels ride be- 
tween Ravenſheugh and Dy/ert, about a Quarter of a 
Mile from Land, on 3, 4 Fathom Water, where a long 
Tract of clean Ground, bur foul without that: The 
Towa is built on a riſing Ground, up from the Har- 
bour, and was of old a Place of great Trade and Ship- 
ping, but the chief Buſineſs now is Coal and Salt, for 
which it is one of the principal Ports. 

A good half League to the Eaſtward of Dyſert. is the 
Town of WVeſter-Weems, a conſiderable Port allo for 
Coal and Salt, and hath a convenient Harbour, within 
a ſtrong Bulwark of Stone, it is in the Corner of a Bay; 
and the Point or Promontory where the Town ſtands, 
covers it very much from the Eaſt-Wind, where it is 
rocky and foul a good Way out: There is a Rock on 
the Weſt- ſide of the Entry, a Piece without the Head, 
but overflowed as ſoon as the Tide enters the Harbour, 
and there is a Pearch upon it. The Flowings and Depth 
of Water are much the ſame as at Dyſert, the Road al- 
ſo is a large Mile off, on 8, 9 Fathom, the Top of the 
Eaſt-Lomond juſt appearitg above Land, is the ordina- 
ry Mark : But there is much foul Ground between it 
and the Shoar, and ſome very ſhallow Knobs, eſpecial- 
ly Eaſt from the Point. 

A little Piece from the Town, is the Houſe or Caſtle 
of Weems, a very large, ſtrong and noble Building, 
mounted on a Rock cloſe to the Shoar, and makes a 
notable Appearance towards the Sea. Abour a Mile be- 
2 this is the Town of Eaſter-Weems, built clole a- 
ong the, Shoar, where a ſmall Creek or Place for Fiſher- 
Boats: /And upon a Height Eaſt from it, the Caſtle of 
Eaſfter-Weems, a great Building, now ruinous. Next 
to this is Buckhaven, a famed Fiſher-Town, ſtretched 
alongſt a rocky Shoar, where it is foul far out. A good 


Metthill. Mile from Bucthaven, is the Metthill, where within 


two ſtrong, high and well built Moles of hewn Stone, 
carried out from the Corners of a clean ſandy Bay, is a 
large and convenient Harbour ; the Entry, it is true, is 
rocky and foul a Piece out on both Sides, bur over- 
flowed before the Tide comes within the Heads, and up- 


on the Point of the Weſtmoſt Rock, there js a Pearc

along the Shoar, in towards Kirtaldy Sands: From 


which muſt be kept cloſe on Babart Side, going in:

has a Run with it, and muſt be taken care of; the Road 
is about half a League off, on 9, 8 Fath.
